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FOREWORD 


The  Alberta  Labour  Fire  Prevention  Branch  film  collection  was  established 
to  promote  fire  safety  awareness  and  to  increase  public  understanding  of 
fire  safety-related  issues  and  concerns. 

The  collection  numbers  some  200  films  on  topics  that  include:  arson;  fire 
prevention  -  burns  and  burn  prevention,  case  studies,  children's  films,  code 
enforcement,  home,  hospital  and  industrial  fire  prevention;  and  fire  suppres- 
sion -  apparatus  and  equipment,  extinguishers  and  sprinklers,  flammable  liq- 
uid and  gas  firefighting,  strategy  and  tactics,  and  water  application.  A  de- 
tailed listing  of  films  in  the  collection  is  found  on  pages  i  and  ii.  An  alphabetic 
listing  is  found  at  the  back  of  this  catalogue. 

Films  are  distributed  on  loan,  free  of  charge,  except  for  return  shipping 
charges  which  users  are  required  to  pay.  Films  normally  are  loaned  for  one 
week  although,  under  special  circumstances,  a  one  week  extension  may  be 
arranged  at  the  time  of  booking.  Films  may  be  booked  up  to  three  months 
in  advance.  Groups  operating  programs  associated  with  the  Fire  Prevention 
Branch  may  book  films  at  any  time. 

Users  in  Edmonton  and  area  are  expected  to  pick  up  films  from  Alberta 
Labour's  Library.  For  use  outside  the  Edmonton  area,  films  will  be  shipped 
by  courier  service  or  bus.  Films  must  be  returned  by  the  same  method  used 
for  shipping.  If  special  shipping  arrangements  are  required,  or  requested  by 
the  user,  the  shipping  costs  will  be  paid  by  the  user. 

Users  are  responsible  for  films  that  are  returned  damaged  and  may  be 
charged  the  cost  of  repairing  the  film.  The  user  should  inform  the  Library 
of  any  damage  and  should  not  attempt  to  repair  the  film.  If  films  are  dam- 
aged, borrowing  privileges  of  the  person  who  booked  the  films  may  be 
suspended.  When  returning  films,  users  are  advised  to  keep  shipping 
receipts.  Users  will  be  charged  the  cost  of  replacing  films  lost  in  transit  unless 
they  can  prove  the  films  were  shipped  back  to  the  Library. 

Some  films  in  the  collection  are  very  popular  and  may  not  always  be  available 
when  required.  The  Library  will  be  pleased  to  suggest  suitable  alternatives.

30  min.  B  &  W  1950 

Filmed  in  Vegreville,  Alberta,  the  film  portrays  how  an  inspec- 
tor was  able  to  change  an  unmotivated  fire  department  into 
an  active,  ongoing  concern. 


ARSON 


Torch  of  Destruction 

10  mm.  Color  Late  1970s 

This  is  an  arson  awareness  film  suitable  for  general  public 
viewing  A  convicted  arsonist  describes  the  price  he  has  paid 
for  his  crime.  By  understanding  what  motivates  some  ar- 
sonists, some  arsons  can  be  prevented.  The  film  presents  hints 
on  arson  prevention  in  the  home  or  business.  In  addition,  an 
investigator  is  shown  conducting  an  investigation,  using  tools 
which  allow  the  once  unidentified  arson  to  be  detected. 


Arson:  Communities  Fight  Back 

25  mm.  Color  Not  Dated 

This  film  on  arson  prevention  offers  some  instructive  pointers 
on  the  actions  the  fire  service  and  other  organizations  take 
to  reduce  arson  losses.  Some  successful  programs  in  the  U.S. 
are  examined.  These  programs  review  such  topics  as  reward 
programs  for  information  leading  to  the  conviction  of  arsonists, 
techniques  for  identifying  arson-prone  properties,  creating 
public  awareness  and  response  to  the  program,  and  advanc- 
ing mutual  cooperation  between  police  and  fire  departments, 
the  insurance  industry,  prosecuting  agencies  and  the  media. 


Arson  Investigation 

22  mm.  Color  Not  Dated 

This  film  gives  an  insider's  view  of  an  arson  investigator  at 
work,  and  illustrates  the  fire  department's  varied  roles  in  the 
community.  The  film  takes  you  on  location  as  an  investigator 
applies  both  detective  skills  and  an  expert  knowledge  of  the 
physical  properties  of  fire  and  its  effect  on  materials. 


Interviewing  and  Counselling  Juvenile  Fire  Setters 

21  min.  Color  Not  Dated 

The  do's  and  don'ts  of  counselling  are  clearly  demonstrated 
in  this  film  which  shows  a  variety  of  counselling  situations. 
Three  scenarios  are  included:  a  young  child  who  had  played 
with  matches;  a  pre-teen  and  a  teenager.  In  each  of  the  three 
situations,  two  interviews  are  presented  -  one  showing  how 
not  to  conduct  the  interview,  another  showing  the  proper 
method  of  conducting  the  interview. 

Fire  service  and  law  enforcement  personnel  may  gain  valuable 
information  concerning  young  fire  setters  and  the  proper  way 
to  approach  this  often  delicate  subject. 


Kids  Playing  With  Fire 

25  min.  Color  Early  1980s 

Playing  with  fire  can  be  a  deadly  game.  A  child's  'toy'  becomes 
a  torch  of  destruction.  This  film  portrays  how  serious  juvenile 
fire  setting  is  by  presenting  one  family's  experience.  As  a  result 
of  a  young  boy  playing  with  fire,  four  of  his  siblings  died. 


FIRE  CHEMISTRY 


Fire:  Concepts  and  Behavior 

20  min.  Color  Not  Dated 

The  film  explains  the  basic  principles  of  fire  -  what  elements 
must  be  present  or  under  what  conditions  a  fire  can  occur. 

Through  demonstrations,  this  film  shows  the  components  of 
the  fire  tetrahedron  and  how  changes  in  the  configuration  of 
one  element  can  dramatically  effect  the  production  of  fire. 


The  Nature  of  Fire 

15  min.  Color  Not  Dated 

Developed  for  the  U.S.  Navy,  this  film  explains  the  chemistry 
of  fire.  As  its  title  suggests,  the  film  looks  at  the  basic  com- 
ponents which  constitute  fire:  fuel,  oxygen  and  heat.  In  addi- 
tion to  a  discussion  of  each  element,  table-top  demonstrations 
show  the  relation  between  the  elements  which  make  up  the 
fire  triangle. 

While  the  film  was  produced  over  20  years  ago  its  subject  is 
timeless  and  it  presents  information  necessary  to  understand 
the  nature  of  fire. 


FIRE  PREVENTION 
Burns  and  Burn  Prevention 


After  the  Pain 

20  min.  Color  1978 

This  film  raises  the  question  -  should  a  seriously  burned 
individual  be  allowed  to  die?  A  discussion  among  medical  pro- 
fessionals and  the  presentation  of  the  lives  of  three  seriously 
burned  persons  indicates  that  the  answer  is  no.  Burned 
people  not  only  survive,  but  go  on  to  live  normal,  healthy  and 
productive  lives. 


Here's  Looking  At  You,  Kid 

50  min.  Color  1979 

On  September  6,  1975  seven-year-old  Robbie  Cole  received 
3rd  degree  burns  to  73  per  cent  of  his  body.  As  its  name  im- 
plies this  film  investigates  Robbie  -  his  life  before  and  after 
the  burn. 

The  cast  of  this  film  includes  Robbie,  his  mother  Maggie  and 
an  interviewer.  While  Maggie  and  the  interviewer  watch  home 
movies  made  of  Robbie  before  the  fire,  during  his  stay  in 
hospital  and  after  his  return  home,  they  discuss  the  impact 
of  the  accident  -  the  trials,  the  tribulations  and  the  everyday 
struggles. 

This  is  a  poignant  portrayal  of  a  family  and  particularly  a  young 
boy  who  faced  tragedy  and  turned  it  into  a  triumph. 


FIRE  PREVENTION 
Case  Studies 


Beverly  Hills  Supper  Club  Fire 

15  mm.  Color  1979 

Based  on  an  investigation  conducted  by  the  National  Fire  Pro- 
tection Association,  this  film  is  about  a  May  28.  1977  fire  that 
claimed  the  lives  of  165  persons  and  injured  70.  Covering  1 .5 
acres,  the  club  had  no  sprinkler,  fire  alarm  or  detection 
systems  and  was  completely  destroyed.  The  film  emphasizes 
the  need  for  code  enforcement. 


Hot  Liquid  Burns 

18  min.  Color  Not  Dated 

Hot  liquids  are  a  vital  part  of  our  everyday  lives  but  most  peo- 
ple forget  that  they  are  extremely  dangerous.  This  film  tells 
the  true  story  of  1 1 -month-old  Kristy  Seeger,  who  was  severely 
burned  in  a  bathtub  resulting  in  the  loss  of  both  legs.  Her  story 
can  alert  the  public  to  the  fact  that  hot  liquids  cause  the  most 
serious  burns. 

This  film  is  suitable  for  schools,  babysitter  clinics,  child  care 
centres  and  community  groups. 


If  You  Could  See  Me  Now 

20  min.  Color  Not  Dated 

This  motivational  film  for  burn  recovery  and  fire  and  burn 
prevention  looks  inside  the  world  of  recovered  burn  patients. 
People  who  have  lived  through  major  burn  accidents  share 
their  feelings  about  how  the  burn  affected  them  and  the  peo- 
ple around  them.  They  tell  of  the  pain,  depression,  fear  and 
anxiety  that  came  with  being  burned. 

NOTE:  Because  of  the  nature  of  this  film,  it  is  suggested  that 
the  user  preview  it  to  determine  its  suitability  for  the  intend- 
ed audience. 


When  Your  Clothing  Burns 

18  min.  Color  Not  Dated 

This  film  shows  how  clothing  catches  fire,  suggests  ways  to 
protect  yourself,  tells  what  to  do  if  your  clothing  catches  fire 
and  indicates  how  to  treat  a  burn.  Because  their  skin  is  thin- 
ner, the  young  and  the  elderly  are  most  susceptible  to  serious 
burns. 


The  Bondi  Story 

15  min.  Color  Not  Dated 

J.  Bondi  and  his  wife  lost  both  their  children  and  an  entire 
family  perished  in  a  disastrous  fire  next  door.  Mr.  Bondi 
became  very  interested  in  the  prevention  of  fires  and  his 
research  showed  clearly  that  a  simple  inexpensive  fire  warn- 
ing device  is  perhaps  the  single  most  important  item  to  avert 
fire  fatalities. 

This  film  is  a  result  of  his  research  and  shows  the  operation 
and  proper  placement  of  smoke  and  fire  detectors. 


Fire  in  America 

30  min.  Color  1981 

This  is  a  graphic  account  of  famous  fires  in  the  United  States 
during  the  last  four  centuries.  Presented  are  headline  fires 
of  past  and  recent  history  -  in  hospitals,  schools,  factories, 
prisons,  ships  and  airplanes  -  with  analyses  that  focus  on 
ignition,  fire  spread  and  loss  of  life  and  property. 


Fire  at  the  MGM  Grand:  Hotel  Fire  Survival 

16  min.  Color  1981 

A  fire  that  struck  the  MGM  Grand  Hotel  on  November  21,1 980, 
killed  85  people.  Studying  the  human  aspects  of  the  incident, 
this  film  is  designed  to  motivate  and  instruct  -  to  prompt  peo- 
ple to  plan  for  their  personal  safety  when  staying  at  or  work- 
ing in  a  highrise  building.  The  film  shows  how  firefighting  and 
rescue  operations  were  carried  out  and  documents  smoke  and 
fire  spread. 

The  story  is  told  by  fire  personnel,  witnesses  at  the  scene  and 
survivors  of  the  fire.  Recording  the  events  of  the  day,  the  film 
features  news  clips,  animation  showing  fire  spread  and 
evacuation  routes,  interviews  and  investigator's  reports. 


Your  Clothing  Can  Burn 

13  min.  Color  Mid  1960s 

This  film  presents  laboratory  demonstrations  of  fabric  flam- 
mability.  Differences  between  natural  and  man-made  fibres 
and  the  effects  of  weight,  weave  and  surface  texture  on 
flammability  are  discussed.  The  film  also  shows  the  typical 
situations  where  clothing  is  most  likely  to  ignite,  how  these 
situations  can  be  avoided  and  how  to  extinguish  a  clothing 
fire  should  one  occur. 


Here's  Looking  At  You,  Kid 

50  min.  Color  1979

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Incendio 

17  min.  Color  1974 

This  film  is  a  case  study  of  a  highrise  disaster  that  occurred 
in  Sao  Paulo,  Brazil  and  claimed  179  lives  Actual  fireground 
footage  and  graphic  animation  is  used  to  present  this  study 
on  firefighting  techniques  and  human  reactions.  Although  the 
building  was  only  two  years  old  at  the  time  of  the  fire,  in  two 
hours  all  combustibles  were  consumed.  The  type  of  construc- 
tion, the  fire  cause,  the  fire  department  ineffectiveness  and 
the  need  for  adequate  regulations  and  standards  are  areas 
of  discussion  in  this  film.

25  min.  Color  Early  1980s

Why? 

15  min.  Color  Early  1950s 

Telling  the  story  of  a  Chicago  school  fire,  the  film  suggests 
to  the  viewer  that  fire  deaths  are  unnecessary.  The  fire 
presented  in  this  case  study  claimed  the  lives  of  98  children. 
29  of  whom  were  found  still  sitting  in  their  desks.  The  film 
points  out  why  these  deaths  occurred  and  what  could  have 
been  done  to  prevent  the  great  loss  of  life.

Children's  Films 


Challenge  of  the  EDITH  Superstars 

13  mm.  Color  1980 

This  educational  film  shows  children  the  ins-and-outs  of 
E.D.l.T.H.  (Exit  Drills  In  The  Home).  Mixing  fun  and  excite- 
ment with  serious  fire  safety  information,  this  film  is  a  take- 
off of  a  TV  celebrity  sports  event.  The  challenge:  young 
'superstars'  race  against  the  clock  in  simulated  escapes  from 
fires  in  a  single  family  house,  a  two-storey  house  and  a  highrise 
building. 

The  messages  presented  are  clear:  the  importance  of  plan- 
ning two  different  escape  routes;  how  the  installation  of  smoke 
alarms  can  give  you  a  timely  edge;  and  why  crawling  low  in 
smoke  can  help  you  escape  from  a  burning  building. 


A  Cry  for  the  Children 

/ ;  min.  Color  Not  Dated 

The  human  tragedy  of  fire  is  seen  from  the  point  of  view  of 
the  firefighter  himself.  A  Cry  For  The  Children  was  con- 
ceived by  a  volunteer  firefighter  after  he  witnessed  a  fire  that 
claimed  the  lives  of  three  small  children.  The  film,  dramatiz- 
ing the  vital  need  for  preplanned  escape  routes  and  smoke 
detectors,  is  suitable  for  many  segments  of  the  community 
(elementary  grades  to  adult  service  clubs). 


Donald's  Fire  Survival  Plan 

1 1  min.  Color  Not  Dated 

Narrated  by  Walt  Disney,  this  animated  cartoon  depicts  what 


should  be  done  to  prevent  fires  or  to  survive  them.  Donald 
Duck  is  the  star  of  the  film,  but  it  is  his  three  nephews  who 
motivate  him  to  think  about  fire  safety. 

In  a  dream,  Donald  is  visited  by  a  common  sense'  appari- 
tion who  teaches  him  about  escape  planning  by  showing  him 
how  easy  it  would  be  to  die  if  he  didn't  know  what  to  do  Upon 
awakening.  Donald  gathers  his  nephews,  instructing  them  in 
fire  prevention  and  survival  techniques. 


Don't  Get  Burned 

22  min.  Color  1974 

This  film  provides  lessons  on  fire  prevention,  smoking  in  bed, 
babysitting,  home  fire  escapes  and  false  alarms. 


Fire  and  the  Witch 

/ 1  min.  Color  1976 

Using  puppets  for  the  three  main  characters,  this  film  presents 
a  variation  of  the  Hansel  and  Gretel  fable.  After  the  hero  and 
heroine  have  entered  the  gingerbread  house,  they  stall  for  time 
by  pointing  out  various  fire  hazards  and  tell  how  to  deal  with 
clothing  fires,  electrical  fires,  grease  fires  and  the  proper 
method  of  notifying  the  fire  department. 

NOTE:  Film  does  not  suggest  getting  out  of  the  home  before 
calling  the  fire  department.  If  children  watching  film  do  not 
live  in  a  rural  area,  they  should  be  advised  that  proper  pro- 
cedure is  to  get  out  of  the  home  and  call  the  fire  department 
from  a  neighbor's  home. 


Fireman  -  On  Guard 

7  /  min.  Color  Not  Dated 

This  film  is  a  capsule  account  of  the  many  duties  of  firefighters 
and  how  children  can  be  of  help.  Training  is  introduced  and 
several  different  types  of  fires  are  shown. 


Fire  Safety  -  What's  That? 

/  7  min.  Color  Not  Dated 

This  film  for  pre-schoolers  or  children  in  elementary  grades 
shows  how  fire  hazards  can  be  identified,  thus  preventing  ac- 
cidents from  occurring.  In  cartoon  style,  the  film  presents  the 
Get  Tuit  family  showing  how  they  encounter  and  remedy  fire 
hazards  in  their  home. 


Holding  Hands 

16  min.  Color  Not  Dated 

This  film  features  children  attending  a  meeting  of  their  junior 
fire  prevention  squad  at  the  local  fire  station.  Lessons  shown 
in  the  film  are  simple  and  brief,  including  the  hazards  of  cer- 
tain articles  of  clothing,  the  problems  associated  with  play- 
ing with  matches,  what  to  do  in  case  of  fire  and  planning  a 
home  fire  drill. 


Home  Escape  Planning 

16  min.  Color  Not  Dated 

As  its  name  implies,  this  is  a  film  about  fire  survival  in  the  home 
and  is  particularly  suitable  for  elementary  grades.  In  documen- 
tary fashion,  the  program  focuses  on  a  group  of  school  children 
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as  they  are  taught  the  elements  of  fire  survival  by  a  firefighter 
from  their  community. 

Items  explained  include:  the  importance  of  smoke  detectors 
in  every  home,  how  to  make  an  escape  plan  for  the  family, 
escape  methods  from  second  storey  rooms,  survival  methods 
for  apartment  dwellers,  the  importance  of  crawling  low  in 
smoke,  how  to  test  a  door  for  heat  and  many  other  tips. 


Hot  Stuff 

/  /  min.  Color  1971 

This  animated  film  is  an  amusing  disclosure  of  our 
carelessness  with  fire  through  the  ages.  Treating  fire  with  cau- 
tion has  been  urged  ever  since  fire  became  our  servant.  This 
cartoon  takes  the  story  of  fire  right  back  to  the  time  it  was  first 
given  to  us  as  a  gift  from  the  heavens  ...  with  the  express  warn- 
ing that  we  keep  it  under  control.  Potential  fire  dangers  are 
presented  providing  convincing  evidence  that  they  are  'hot 
stuff. 


I'm  No  Fool  With  Fire 

8  min.  Color  Not  Dated 

This  animated  cartoon  features  a  famous  Walt  Disney 
character,  Jiminy  Cricket.  Fire  prevention  fundamentals  are 
emphasized.  There  are  illustrated  sequences  from  fires  caused 
by  people's  carelessness  in  not  having  a  fireplace  screen, 
overloading  circuits  and  improperly  storing  paints,  rags  and 
flammable  liquids. 


Learning  About  Fire 

13  min.  Color  1982 

Narrated  by  kids  themselves,  this  film  was  designed  for 
kindergarten  to  grade  four.  The  film  shows  that  there  are  good 
fires  and  bad  fires  -  the  good  ones  being  controlled  such  as 
campfires,  candles  on  birthday  cakes,  and  the  bad  ones  be- 
ing uncontrolled. 

While  children  are  shown  how  to  light  the  good  fires,  bad  fires 
are  depicted  by  children's  drawings.  Stressed  throughout  the 
film  is  the  message  that  fire  can  be  a  good  tool,  but  is  never 
to  be  used  as  a  toy.  Since  fires  can  occur  regardless  of  how 
fire  safety  conscious  people  are,  smoke  detectors  should  be 
installed  in  homes  and  every  family  should  have  an  escape 
plan. 


Learn  Not  To  Burn 

9  min.  Color  1975 

This  entertaining  film  features  the  Learn  Not  To  Burn  televi- 
sion spots  staring  Dick  Van  Dyke  -  the  funny  man  playing  it 
straight  with  fire  safety.  Van  Dyke  points  out  potential  hazards 
in  the  home  -  gasoline  storage,  wiring,  smoldering  cigarettes 
-  and  gives  advice  on  crawling  low  in  smoke,  planning  escape 
routes,  and  stop,  drop  and  roll. 


Learn  Not  To  Burn  Wherever  You  Are 

10  min.  Color  1982 

In  this  sequel  to  Learn  Not  To  Burn,  Van  Dyke  demonstrates 
how  you  can  prevent  and  survive  fire  by  practising  simple 
lessons:  plan  your  escape;  use  smoke  detectors;  stop,  drop 


and  roll;  crawl  low  in  smoke,  plus  more. 


Playing  With  Fire 

16  min.  Color  1975 

This  film  presents  Walter's  story  -  a  story  that  could  be  any 
child's  story.  Through  Walter's  eyes,  children  and  parents 
learn  the  consequences  of  playing  with  fire.  Shown  are  some 
aspects  of  burn  treatment  and  also  life  saving  messages  for 
children  over  six  and  adults. 


See  A  Pin 

15  min.  Color  Not  Dated 

See  a  pin,  pick  it  up;  all  the  day,  you'll  have  good  luck.  This 
theme  is  presented  throughout  the  film  after  Mr.  Johnson  picks 
up  a  pin  from  the  street.  All  day,  the  invisible  good  luck  fairy, 
'Mr.  Luck'  protects  the  Johnson  family  from  the  many  fire 
hazards  they  encounter. 

Overloaded  circuits,  improper  housekeeping,  easily  reached 
matches,  and  careless  use  of  smoker's  materials  each  would 
have  caused  a  tragedy  if  not  for  Mr.  Luck. 


Sparky  vs.  the  Snat 

10  min.  Color  1979 

This  animated  cartoon,  featuring  Sparky  and  the  Snat  (an 
animal  with  some  physical  characteristics  of  both  a  snake  and 
a  cat),  discusses  the  origin  of  fire  in  a  humorous  way.  'Good' 
and  'bad'  fires  are  presented  (i.e.  fire  as  a  heating  source  and 
fire  from  overloaded  circuits). 

Procedures  for  preventing  fire  and  what  to  do  in  the  event  of 
a  fire  are  examined. 


Too  Young  To  Burn 

27  min.  Color  Early  1950s 

This  film  focuses  on  how  to  best  educate  young  children  in 
the  handling  of  fire.  It  is  shown  that  children  should  be  taught 
to  respect  fire  and  as  they  grow  older,  how  to  use  fire.  This 
film  suggests  that  parents  should  share  their  fire  experiences 
with  their  children,  pointing  out  the  'good'  as  well  as  bad' 
aspects  of  fire.  Various  levels  of  fire  knowledge  are  suggested 
for  different  ages,  from  one  to  six  years  old. 


FIRE  PREVENTION 
Code  Enforcement 


Before  They  Happen 

15  min.  B&W  1954 

The  film  depicts  a  fire  prevention  officer  as  he  makes  his 
rounds  through  the  community.  In  each  building  he  spots 
potential  fire  hazards  and  brings  them  to  the  attention  of  those 
responsible.  Hazards  such  as  blocked  fire  escapes,  unsafe 
furnaces  and  cluttered  debris  are  detailed  with  ideas  on  how 
to  prevent  them  from  happening  again. 

The  viewer  is  also  encouraged  to  conduct  a  fire  prevention 
inspection  of  his  or  her  own  home. 
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Beverly  Hills  Supper  Club  Fire

Are  We  Fire  Safe?

This  includes  attention  to  fire  stop- 
ping and  doors,  walls  and  partition  materials,  roofing,  elec- 
trical wiring  and  heating  equipment  installations.

A  fire  in  a  rural  community  provides  the  impetus  for  the 
development  of  a  fire  safety  committee.  At  a  country  fair,  this 
committee  demonstrates  the  properties  of  petroleum  products 
and  both  safe  and  unsafe  uses. 


Fire  -  Automobiles 

12  mm.  Color  Not  Dated 

This  film,  orginally  an  ABC  documentary,  focuses  on 
the  danger  inherent  in  the  manufacture  of  automobiles. 


Stressed  is  how  inadequately  reinforced  fuel  tanks  are  respon- 
sible for  deaths  after  relatively  minor  rear-end  collisions.  Ex- 
periences of  victims  are  presented. 

Fire  In  Town 

27  min.  Color  Mid  1950s 

As  a  result  of  two  fires.  20  years  apart,  each  with  two  deaths, 
a  volunteer  fire  department  underwent  some  major  changes 
After  the  first  deaths,  the  fire  department  obtained  new  equip- 
ment and  the  town  developed  a  better  water  supply  system. 
The  fire  department  knew  that  for  a  good  fire  protection  system 
many  factors  must  be  considered,  including:  adequate  water 
supply;  good  equipment;  sufficient  manpower;  code  and 
regulation  enforcement;  inspections  and  vigorous 
communication. 

After  the  second  tragic  fire,  the  department  recognized  that 
it  was  lacking  one  element  -  inspection  -  and  set  about  to 
remedy  this.  The  film  stresses  the  importance  of  community 
cooperation  and  unified  action  in  the  development  of  an  ef- 
fective fire  prevention  program. 

Fire  -  Matches  and  Children's  Clothing 

14  min.  Color  Not  Dated 

This  film,  originally  an  ABC  documentary,  examines  the 
dangers  of  children's  clothing  Stressed  in  the  film  is  the 
necessity  for  people  to  be  aware  of  the  fire  danger  of  some 
clothing  and  to  remember  this  when  purchasing  clothing 
Demonstrations  illustrate  the  differences  between  flame- 
resistant  and  non-flame-resistant  clothing  in  a  fire  situation 

Fire  -  Plastics 

22  min.  Color  Not  Dated 

This  critical  film,  originally  an  ABC  documentary,  presents  the 
hazards  of  open  and  unprotected  polyurethane  insulation.  The 
speed  with  which  polyurethane  can  spread  a  fire  or  turn  a  small 
fire  into  an  inferno  is  shown. 

Fire  Response 

20  min.  Color  1982 

This  film  increases  public  awareness  of  firesafety  by  cover- 
ing the  most  frequent  ways  fires  start  and  illustrating  the  cor- 
rect actions  to  take  in  the  event  of  a  fire.  Responses 
demonstrated  include  sounding  the  alarm,  evacuating  the 
building,  and  extinguishing  the  fire  if  it's  not  too  big  to  han- 
dle. The  film  also  emphasizes  the  role  of  smoke  alarms, 
sprinkler  systems  and  fire  extinguishers. 

Handling  Babysitting  Emergencies 

14  min.  Color  1980 

A  babysitter  must  assume  the  responsibility  for  others'  safe- 
ty but  to  be  competent  in  this  endeavor,  training  is  required. 
This  film  presents  many  subject  areas  in  which  the  sitter 
should  be  knowledgeable  including:  home  security  systems; 
fire  escape  plans  and  first  aid  treatments  for  burns,  cuts  and 
poisoning. 

Have  a  Wonderful  Evening 

16  min.  Color  Not  Dated 

This  is  a  fire  safety  film  directed  to  babysitters  and  parents 
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who  hire  babysitters.  It  dramatically  demonstrates  the  impor- 
tance of  life-protecting  fire  safety  measures.  The  film  presents 
guidance  on  escape  and  rescue  measures,  dealing  with 
smoke,  fire  department  notification  and  other  concepts  im- 
portant to  the  welfare  of  those  involved. 

Highrise  Building  Problems 

15  min.  Color  1960s 

This  film  tries  to  explain  the  various  problems  that  come  about 
when  a  building  is  too  tall  for  fire  department  equipment  to 
handle  properly.  Such  things  as  security  systems,  air  condi- 
tioning systems,  closed  windows  and  elevators  create  situa- 
tions that  hamper  or  even  work  against  firefighters.  The 
second  half  of  the  film  deals  with  methods  of  preventing 
highrise  fires  and  also  how  to  help  the  fire  department  after 
the  fire  starts. 


Highrise  Pre-fire  Planning 

25  min.  Color  1960s 

The  film  emphasizes  what  precautions  and  systems  can  be 
incorporated  into  the  planning  and  construction  of  highrise 
buildings  to  prevent  or  inhibit  fires.  The  film  suggests  that 
buildings  be  planned  with  access  for  fire  vehicles  in  mind  and 
that  elevator  and  ventilation  systems  have  back-ups  available. 
It  also  presents  various  fire  detection  and  alarm  systems  that 
are  available.  Evacuation  procedures  are  also  examined  tak- 
ing into  account  the  occupancy  and  physical  characteristics 
of  the  building  involved. 


Hot  Cords  Can  Burn 

10  min.  Color  Early  1960s 

As  its  name  suggests,  this  film  shows  how  extension  cords, 
if  not  properly  utilized,  can  become  very  serious  fire  hazards. 
The  correct  use  of  extension  cords  is  shown  as  well  as  when 
permanent  home  wiring  should  replace  them.  The  film 
presents  different  types  and  capacities  of  cords  along  with 
methods  of  keeping  cords  in  good  working  order. 

Hotel  Fire  Alert:  Employee  Procedures 

22  min.  Color  1982 

This  safety  training  film  demonstrates  key  fire  prevention  and 
fire  escape  practices  for  hotel  and  motel  employees,  stress- 
ing the  need  for  safety  consciousness  at  all  times.  Covered 
are  appropriate  safety  procedures  for  all  aspects  of  hotel 
operations  and  employees  are  encouraged  to  make  safety 
checks  part  of  their  everyday  routine. 

In  Case  of  Fire 

20  min.  Color  Not  Dated 

This  film  demonstrates  what  to  do  in  the  event  of  a  fire  at 
school,  at  home,  or  in  public  buildings  such  as  theatres.  This 
film  describes  what  action  should  be  taken  to  evacuate  a 
building  quickly  and  effectively. 


It's  Time  to  Light  the  Fire 

16  min.  Color  Not  Dated 

This  film  demonstrates  the  right  and  wrong  ways  of  handling 
the  barbeque,  with  emphasis  on  the  dangers  of  using  liquid 


starters  to  freshen  a  burning  fire.  Depicted  in  the  film  are  the 
various  types  of  starters  and  the  safety  precautions  needed 
for  each  type.  Also  identified  in  the  film  are  the  hazards  of 
barbeques  on  porches,  balconies  and  closed-in  spaces. 


Know  Your  Fire  Hazards 

20  min.  Color  Not  Dated 

This  film  depicts  many  of  the  fire  hazards  found  in  everyday 
living.  Demonstrations  show  how  wood,  cotton,  flour,  hair 
spray,  waxes,  steel,  etc.  not  normally  considered  fire  hazards 
can  become  hazardous.  Sources  of  ignition,  other  than  open 
flames,  are  referred  to  and  the  dangers  associated  with  flam- 
mable liquids,  overfusing  and  abuse  of  temporary  wiring  are 
explained. 


Nobody's  Fault 

20  min.  Color  1970s 

This  British  film  vividly  portrays  how  a  series  of  innocent  and 
seemingly  unrelated  incidents  can  suddenly  combine  to  pro- 
duce a  devastating  fire.  The  Inquiry  Board's  verdict  was 
'nobody's  fault'  but  after  seeing  this  film  you  may  have  a  dif- 
ferent opinion. 


Our  Obligation 

16  min.  Color  1950s 

This  is  a  dramatization  of  what  can  happen  in  a  typical  school 
when  a  fire  occurs.  The  film  moves  from  the  serenity  of  the 
classroom  to  the  sudden  eruption  of  fire  which  spreads 
throughout  the  school.  Technical  deficiencies  which  can  ac- 
count for  the  unbelievable  spread  of  fire  are  revealed  and 
methods  and  procedures  for  ensuring  that  this  doesn't  hap- 
pen are  presented. 


Read  the  Label  ...  and  Live 

9  min.  Color  Not  Dated 

This  film  explains  why  labels  should  be  read,  how  to 
distinguish  between  more  or  less  hazardous  flammable  and 
combustible  products,  safe  handling  practices  for  paint  thin- 
ners and  lacquers,  cleaning  compounds,  hair  spray,  insec- 
ticides and  some  common  medicines. 


Rubble  Trouble 

12  min.  Color  1973 

By  showing  actual  scenes,  this  film  suggests  how  garbage 
and  rubble  can  be  a  serious  problem.  Good  housekeeping 
and  waste  disposal  methods  are  stressed  as  is  how  to  iden- 
tify waste  hazards  in  warehouses,  plants,  factories  and 
kitchens.

The  Evacuation  of  Medical  Facilities

Emergency  preparedness  is  the  theme  of  this  film  which  em- 
phasizes that  planning  is  essential  to  minimize  the  risks  of 
a  disaster.  Different  aspects  of  the  planning  process  are 
discussed  and  specific  evacuation  procedures  are  presented. 


Fire  Danger  In  Hospitals

This  film  is  about  hospitals  and  fire.  Its  aim  is  to  instruct  all 
levels  of  hospital  personnel  in  the  principles  of  basic  fire  safety. 
In  a  concise,  simple  manner  the  viewer  is  taken  through  se- 
quences dealing  with  the  nature  of  fire,  its  relationship  with 
the  everyday  environment,  risk  areas,  fire  prevention  and  the 
necessary  action  to  be  taken  if  a  fire  should  occur. 


Flashover

This  film  for  hospital  and  nursing  home  staff  emphasizes  the 
need  for  quick  and  appropriate  action  when  smoke  is 
discovered.  How  and  why  flashover  occurs,  its  possible  con- 
sequences and  what  can  be  done  to  prevent  or  delay  its  oc- 
currence are  discussed. 


Hospital  Fire  Safety 

15  min.  Color  Not  Dated 

When  a  fire  occurs  in  a  hospital,  it  is  extremely  important  that 
staff  be  able  to  react  quickly  and  correctly.  Presenting  four 
steps  necessary  in  a  fire  plan,  this  film  describes  relocation, 
confinement,  notification  and  extinguishment. 

Rescue  techniques  are  presented  (relocation)  as  are  methods 
of  keeping  a  small  fire  from  becoming  a  big  fire  (confinement), 
knowing  the  location  and  function  of  the  fire  alarm  system 
(notification)  and  knowing  what  extinguisher  to  use  on  a  par- 
ticular type  of  fire  (extinguishment). 

Hospitals  Don't  Burn  Down

This  impact  film  vividly  portrays  a  credible  series  of  events 
leading  to  a  major  fire  in  a  large  general  hospital.  This 
dramatized  documentary  conveys  a  warning  about  what  can 
happen  in  a  hospital  through  an  irresponsible  act.  poor 
housekeeping,  breakdowns  in  discipline  among  staff  and  pa- 
tients and  above  all,  through  a  lack  of  proper  fire  safety  train- 
ing for  all  staff. 

Prognosis:  Fire 

20  min.  Color  Late  1960s  or  early  1970s 

The  information  presented  is  aimed  specifically  at  people  work- 
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mg  in  health  care  facilities.  Several  topics  are  discussed 
including: 

•  hazards  found  in  specific  areas  such  as  laundries, 
kitchens,  rooms  containing  radioactive  materials, 
areas  under  construction,  and  patient  rooms; 

•  available  prevention,  protection  and  control  devices 
fie.  self-closing  doors,  pull  stations,  extinguishers) 
and 

•  responsibilities  of  individuals  at  a  fire  scene. 
Reasons  for  Caring 

17  min.  Color  Not  Dated 

Hospitals  contain  a  great  number  of  flammable  liquids  and 
this  film  investigates  what  can  be  done  to  minimize  the  risks 
of  fire  in  this  setting.  Training  staff  how  to  use  flammable 
liquids  is  emphasized  as  is  knowing  how  to  use  fire  safety 
apparatus. 

The  importance  of  staff  knowledge  of  procedures  to  follow  in 
the  event  of  fire  is  stressed. 


The  Rehearsal

Health  care  facility  evacuation  is  demonstrated  The  film  shows 
hospital  staff  and  community  emergency  personnel  rehears- 
ing removal  of  ambulatory  and  non-ambulatory  patients  to 
areas  of  refuge,  down  stairwells  and  to  vehicles  for  transport 
to  other  facilities. 


RX  For  Fire

This  film  is  a  valuable  teaching  aid  for  hospital  staff.  Concepts 
presented  in  this  film  are  frequent  hospital  fire  situations,  com- 
mon fire  hazards,  basic  steps  in  fire  emergencies,  evacua- 
tion and  relocation  of  patients  Other  subject  areas  include 
fire  prevention,  the  value  of  emergency  planning,  elimination 
of  hospital  hazards  and  operation  of  extinguishing  equipment.

Deadly  Dust

This  educational  film  is  aimed  at  personnel  in  grain  storage 
and  processing  firms,  showing  the  devastating  effects  of  dust 


explosions  Methods  of  controlling  dust  and  eliminating  poten- 
tial ignition  points  are  presented  The  film  stresses  employee 
training  and  recognition  of  the  concept  that  safety  is 
everyone's  job. 

The  First  Five  Minutes 

27  min.  B  &  W  1956

dustrial fires  are  the  focal  point  of  this  film  and  the  areas 
presented  are  -  the  three  basic  types  of  fires  and  the  ex- 
tinguishers needed  to  put  them  out.  how  to  spot  potential  fires 
and  correct  those  situations  and  the  importance  of  having  a 
well-trained  fire  brigade  to  prevent  damage  to  equipment  and 
loss  of  personnel 

Kitchen  Safety

the  use  of  deep  fat  fryers  and  overloading  circuits 

Also  presented  is  the  concept  that  the  employee  must  know 
what  type  of  extinguisher  to  use  and  how  to  operate  it.  In  ad- 
dition the  employee  must  know  where  all  exits  are  located  and 
how  to  properly  report  a  fire. 

Preventing  Cutting  and  Welding  Fires

The 
correct  way  to  attack  small  fires  with  extinguishers  and  basic 
instruction  in  firefighting  are  also  depicted. 


The  film  shows  the  danger  of  using  the  wrong  extinguisher 
and  necessity  of  learning  about  fire  and  fire  extinguishers 
before  a  fire  occurs.  This  film  demonstrates  the  use  of  many 
types  of  extinguishers  that  are  available  to  fight  fires  of  dif- 
ferent classes. 

One  limitation  of  the  film  is  that  it  uses  the  old  classification 
or  rating  numbers  of  B  class  extinguishers  Also  the  opera- 
tion of  soda-acid  extinguishers  is  demonstrated.  This  type  of 
extinguisher  is  no  longer  manufactured. 


Using  Fire  Extinguishers

Boiling  Liquid  -  Expanding  Vapour  Explosion  (BLEVE)  is  a  term 
given  to  an  explosion  which  occurs  when  a  liquified  flammable 
gas  container  fails  after  it  has  been  exposed  to  fire.  The  film 
discusses  how  fire  departments  must  be  aware  of  the  pro- 
blems of  flammable  liquids  and  be  prepared  to  handle  them 
in  event  of  a  fire.  Knowing  what  materials  are  transported  and 
what  the  firefighting  resources  are  comprise  part  of  the 
necessary  pre-fire  planning  that  can  reduce  the  risk  of  a 
BLEVE. 

This  film  presents  spectacular  fire-ground  footage  showing 
how  these  explosions  can  cause  widespread  death  and 
destruction.  Expert  guidance  is  offered  on  decisions  affecting 
attack  or  evacuation.

Closed  Containers  and  Fire

This  film  depicts  what  can  happen  when  closed  containers 
are  subjected  to  fire  and  advises  firefighters  how  to  deal  with 
such  situations.  In  live  action  and  animation  the  film  illustrates 
the  concept  of  a  BLEVE  and  explains  the  physical  changes 
which  take  place  in  closed  containers  causing  them  to  rup- 
ture or  explode. 

Containers  or  situations  presented  in  the  film  include  gasoline 
drums,  LPG  tank  cars,  storage  sites  and  portable  cylinders.

Fighting  Tank  Fires

•  learning  and  practising  tactics  of  vapour  dispersal 
control; 

•  not  extinguishing  burning  LP  gas  any  other  way  than 
by  shutting  off  the  flow; 

•  protecting  LP  gas  containers  and  exposures  from 
radiant  heat. 


Handling  Petroleum  Storage  Fires 

26  min.  Color  1981 

A  petroleum  storage  fire  is  spectacular,  expensive  and 
dangerous,  but  it  can  be  controlled  and  extinguished  suc- 
cessfully. However,  success  depends  on  four  factors: 
knowledge  (thorough  pre-fire  planning  is  essential);  coopera- 
tion (between  fire  department  and  industrial  personnel); 
resources  (availability  of  water,  foam  concentrate  and  person- 
nel) and  strategy  and  tactics.  These  four  factors  are  presented 
in  detail  covering  such  topics  as  the  proper  techniques  of 
fighting  fires  in  different  designs  of  tanks,  and  types  and  ap- 
plication of  foam. 

Pipeline  on  Wheels

This  film  shows  safety  factors  that  must  be  considered  in  fuel 
tank  truck  operation.  A  flashback  to  a  driver's  training  days 
provides  the  viewer  with  information  on  the  measures  that  en- 
sure safe  transportation  of  fuel,  including  venting,  safety  valves 
and  the  structure  of  the  tanker. 

One  demonstration  in  this  film  involves  the  setting  of  a  fuel 
tank  fire  to  show  there  is  no  danger  of  explosion. 


Tank  Vehicle  Fire  Fighting 

24  min.  Color  Mid  1960s 

The  film  presents  strategies  for  fighting  tank  fires  under  a  varie- 
ty of  conditions  -  when  there  is  a  fire  but  no  spill,  a  fire  with 
a  spill,  a  spill  with  no  fire,  a  fire  at  a  service  station  and  a  fire 
involving  a  tank  vehicle  and  another  vehicle. 

This  training  film  shows  that  to  fight  a  tank  fire  it  is  necessary 
to:  determine  truck  contents;  know  the  design  features  of  the 
vehicle;  cool  the  tank  with  a  straight  stream  first:  approach 
the  fire  slowly  with  spray  protection;  stop  the  flow  of  fuel;  con- 
trol running  fires;  back  out  slowly;  use  water  spray  to  dissipate 
vapours  and  use  monitors  for  dangerous  fires.

This  film  presents  a  variety  of  water  application  situations 
including: 

•  using  a  portable  water  supply  on  a  rural  dwelling  fire; 

•  using  1  1/2"  lines  on  suburban  dwellings; 

•  using  master  streams  and  hand  lines  on  lumberyard 
fires  and  on  a  train  wreck; 

•  a  fire  where  there  was  a  mutual  aid  response  but  no 
water  supply.

The  Nozzleman 

20  min.  Color  Mid  1950s 

The  film  demonstrates  the  proper  techniques  of  nozzle  hand- 
ling. Produced  in  the  mid-1950s,  this  film  shows  what  type 
of  stream  to  use  and  when  to  use  it.  Direct,  indirect  and  com- 
bination streams  are  presented  in  relation  to  the  complexity 
of  the  fire  situation.  Also  discussed  is  the  thermal  balance  and 
how  this  influences  the  method  of  attack. 

Using  Water  Wisely 

23  min.  Color  1950s 

This  film  describes  exploratory  tests  on  the  value  of  fog  ap- 
plication and  shows  that  when  fog  is  properly  applied  it  is  very 
effective  in  the  control  of  fire.  Fog,  through  rapid  heat  absorp- 
tion, can  extinguish  fires  rapidly  with  only  a  small  amount  of 
water  being  used.  Also  shown  is  how  the  use  of  fog  can  pre- 
vent exposure  fires. 

The  film  contains  outdated  equipment,  apparatus  and  dress 
mode  but  the  principles  are  still  applicable  today. 

Water  for  Fire  Fighting 

45  min.  B  &  W  Not  Dated 

This  is  a  British-made  animated  film  on  water  movement.  Ex- 
plained in  detail  are  the  following:  definitions  of  rate  of  flow: 
pressure;  heat;  the  flow  of  water  through  openings:  friction 
and  loss  of  pressure;  effect  of  distance  on  rate  of  flow;  the 
effect  of  multiple  lines  of  hose  and  the  additional  effect  of 
height. 

Because  this  film  is  British,  much  of  the  equipment  used  in 
the  demonstration  is  not  available  here.  Although  the  film  is 
old  its  subject  is  not  dated. 

Where's  the  Water 

15  min.  Color  Not  Dated 

This  film  presents  the  basic  characteristics  and  principles  of 
water,  including  friction  loss,  head,  velocity,  pressure  and 
water  hammer. 

Imperial  measures  are  used  in  this  film. 


Getting  the  Most  Out  of  Water 

20  min.  Color  Post  WW  II 

A  series  of  early  exploratory  tests  to  determine  the  value  of 
fog  application  in  structural  fire  fighting  is  described.  Tests 
on  structure  fires  were  made  to  determine  the  best  methods 
of  water  application. 

Partly  because  of  the  age  of  this  film  (post  World  War  II)  there 
are  some  inherent  problems,  such  as  little  or  no  use  of 
breathing  apparatus  and  poor  ventilation  procedures. 
However,  much  of  the  methodology  is  still  correct.  At  the 
time  this  catalogue  was  printed  no  other  film  dealing  with  com- 
parable subject  areas  has  been  made  available.

The  Alarming  Problem 

14  min.  Color  1973 

This  film,  of  interest  to  the  fire  service  and  industry  alike,  is 
about  the  problems  caused  by  the  many  different  sounds 
which  fire  alarms  make  to  warn  occupants  Experts  on  the 
subject  stress  the  need  for  a  single,  standardized  sound  to 
be  used  solely  for  fire  alarm  purposes  in  buildings. 


Let's  Try  Fog 

18  mm.  Color  Not  Dated 

This  film  illustrates  the  application  of  water  fog  in  fighting  out- 
door fires  such  as  oil  pits,  tank  trucks,  storage  tanks,  rubber 
tires  and  small  arms  ammunition.  The  film  also  shows  the 
application  of  wetting  agents  from  special  nozzles,  hand  lines 


Bomb  Threat  Procedure

The  four  basic  steps  demonstrated  prepare  personnel  in 
hospitals,  industries  and  other  public  and  commercial 
establishments  to  act  quickly  and  effectively  in  the  event  of 
a  bomb  threat. 
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
